"Tho entrance to tho Gulf of Co- 
rinth", said Professor Woodhead of 
the Department of Classics, who has 
Just returned from a three months 
vi.'iit to Greece, "was the most .arrest- 
ing spectacle to meet tho eye when 
one explores Greece". 

Professor Woodhead speaks most 
enthusiastically of Crete, where he 
spent most of his time travelling in 
the rarely vi.sitcd jxirts where tlie 
tourist p.aclicully never enters and 
where the Englishmen are known as 
"Angi .l.,ordl", perhaps In memory of 
Lord Byron, whom Is not forgotten In 
tho land for which bo laid down bis 
life. One of tho coasting steamers 
aboard wliicb Profcs.eor Woodhead 
niado part of ibu trip around the 
"Western Isles" bore tho nam* of 
nyron. Of course, among the un- 
educated peasants the title of lord as 
api)Iled to Kngli.sbmeii is not undev- 
Etood and has come to be apidled l.i 
any Kngllslmian who ventures Irtlo 
tho wilder districts. 

Of tbo greatest interested to Pro- 
fessor Woodhead as a field of ro- 
^■carch was the ancient Minoan civil- 
isation oi' Crete, recently uneartli.Mi 
by Sir .Arthur Kvans who jus Rceii 
working at Kno.=s03. Sir .Vrthu'-: Kvuns 
has published two books on these 
ancient Greece, the latest of which is 
Tho Palace of Kncssos which deals 
with his discoveries. Professor Wood- 
bead spent .lonio ten days with Sir 
Arthur Kvans durin:; which he saw 
tbo palaco' which is one of tho re- 
markable sites of Minoan culture. 
Others with whom professor AVood- 
heaj was in touch were many Oxford 
and Camliridgc students at tho lirillsh 
.Vrcliaecdmrical School at Athens, and 
Professor Hardy of tho University of 
Alborta. TliLs .Xrchacological School Is 
partly supported by funds from Mc- 
GIll University. 

In Crete, is to be found a sturdy 
pleasantry untouched liy the many 
Influences such as havo swept the 
more approachable parts of Greece 
ai.d In particular the larger towns. 
The resllessne.ss of the ne.w world baa 
been found even In old Greece, where 
Profcsor Woodhead found a Greek

Thi.s 
may be answered in the positive by profes.>*3rs in 
li.chtor voin. Rut lho st.nnstic!! jrarncred from the 
rklcGill Bureau of App.ointnuMit.-i .<how that the 
contrary is true, when the willinsrncs,-; lo \Mirk 
on the part of the underpraduatos is judged by 
their activitios in the summer time. 

The "g-ood old summer time" is no lonjier 
what it was when the college siudcnt w;is wont 
to go home to ihc small town, wear his collcjre 
blazer and -live off Pa" all summer. Such a par- 
asitic state was. of coui'so, not the universal rule, 
for ihore wore many then, perhaps even more 
than now, who earned their bread and board as 
well as their cduoaiion. .•K coilejro education then 
was an end in itself, earned by many by the 
sweat of their brow. But there is another i>oint 
in this wiliingnes-s lo work in the summer, not 
necessarily because the student has to work l"or 
his education, but (juiie as often because the 
student chooses to work.

-along line; m which they wish to grow or help 
them to attain physical development, which in- 
ertia and indolence would be the finish of. These 
amoiîg many, many others are the inducements 
which this last summer took I^IcGill men and wo- 
men to Newfoundland and -to British Columbia, 
to Baffin Land and to the far coasts of the Old 
World and the East, while many toiled humbly 
but none the less worthily downtown, and on the 
farms and in bush of Quebec and Or.:ario. 

Now here i= the Challenge! Are we afraid to 
work when we return to our Alma Slater? Our 
answer is No. But how long will it be before the 
good resolutions, made after the terror of ex- 
aminations swept over the University, be kept? 
How many weeks, how many days will home- 
work be diligently done and lab notes worked 
up? How long will it be before the bright lights 
of the big cit>-, or the attractions of Jack for Jill, 
and vice ve;--L. --.ral :"rom the desire to work or 
weaken the resolve to do one's duty to provident 
parent and Alma Mater? 

How long? Not long. But are we afraid to 
work? No.
